Article  9.  ($1,500.00  appropriated)  It  was  moved  by  Robert  Coute  and 
seconded  by  Anthony  Pepitone  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $1,500.00  to  install  aluminum  frames  and  doors 
finished  in  Bronze  at  the  entrance  to  the  Town  Building  and  authorize  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  use  surplus  monies  for  such  expenditures.  Bruce  Brown  offered 
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an  amendment  seconded  by  Robert  Harrington  to  strike  out  "aluminum  frames 
and  doors  finished  in  Bronze"  and  replace  with  "appropriate  frames  and  doors."

Article  11.  ($25,000.00  authorized)  It  was  moved  by  Robert  Coute  and 
seconded  by  Richard  Pollak  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  a  sum  not 
to  exceed  $25,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  replacement  truck  for  the  Highway 
Department.    With  no  discussion  the  Article  was  duly  voted  and  carried. 

Article  12.  It  was  moved  by  Robert  Coute  and  seconded  by  George  Blaney  If 
the  foregoing  Article  No.  11  is  adopted,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  Town  the  sum  of  money  so 
raised  and  appropriated  and  for  this  purpose  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  or  any  other  enabling  authority,  delegating  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  the  discretion  of  fixing  the  date,  maturities,  denominations, 
the  interest  rate,  or  discount  rate  or  notes  providing  for  the  sale  thereof.  After 
some  discussion  the  Article  was  duly  voted  and  carried  in  excess  of  a  two-thirds 
majority.

It  was  moved  by  Robert  Coute  and  seconded  by  Michael 
Whitcomb  To  see  if  the  Town  will  choose  one  or  more  auditors  for  the  ensuing 
year.  An  amendment  was  offered  by  Malcolm  Stevenson  to  strike  "or  more 
auditors:  leaving  "one  auditor",  Walter  Blandin  seconded  the  motion.  After 
some  discussion  the  amendment  was  duly  voted  and  carried.  Raymond 
Ritchotte  nominated  Richard  Pollak.  With  no  other  nominations  offered, 
Anthony  Pepitone  moved  the  nominations  be  closed;  seconded  by  John 
Stevenson.  Moderator  Peter  Smith  asked  Mr.  Pollak  if  he  would  serve  as 
auditor  if  elected.  Mr.  Pollak  replied  that  he  would.  The  motion  to  close 
nominations  was  duly  voted  and  carried.  A  vote  was  called  for  Richard  Pollak  as 
auditor  for  the  ensuing  year,  the  vote  carried.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  offer  for  sale  any 
or  all  of  the  Reid  Property  on  Main  Street,  particularly  that  portion  on  which  the 
building  now  stands.  Betty  Bernat  offered  an  amendment  seconded  by  Betty 
Smith  to  add  "But  to  retain  possession  of  the  stained  glass  window  for  the  Town. 
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to  be  displayed  in  an  appropriate  public  place."  After  considerable  discussion 
Town  Counsel  Peter  W.  Smith  related  that  he  was  under  the  impression  that  the 
property  mentioned  could  not  be  sold.  Malcolm  Stevenson  moved  that  the 
Article  be  passed  over  seconded  by  George  Blaney.  After  considerable 
discussion  the  motion  to  pass  over  was  duly  voted  and  carried  by  more  than  a 
two-thirds  majority. 

RESULT:    Article  21  passed  over. 

Article  22.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this 
meeting.  Anthony  Pepitone  moved  seconded  by  Malcolm  Stevenson  "To  see  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  accept  and 
expend  money  from  the  State,  Federal  or  another  governmental  unit  or  a 
private  source  which  becomes  available  during  the  year  in  accordance  with  the 
procedures  set  forth  in  R.S.A.  31:95-b."  With  no  discussion  it  was  duly  voted 
and  carried. 

George  Blaney  wanted  a  consensus  of  the  group  on  keeping  the  Reid  House. 
The  majority  in  attendance  said  they  preferred  to  keep. 

Raymond  Ritchotte  wanted  a  reasonable  assurance  that  a  sum  of  $50.00  to  be 
paid  to  Bethlehem  Elementary  School  and  $200.00  be  paid  to  Profile  Junior 
Senior  High  School  for  the  use  of  their  school  bands  in  the  future.  He  was 
assured. 

Adele  Fisch  asked  that  the  Town  collectively  and  she  personally  thank  and 
pay  tribute  to  Mr.  William  Mohr  who  served  the  Town  for  nine  years  as  Trustee 
of  Trust  Funds  without  any  remuneration  and  that  it  be  so  recorded  in  the 
minutes  of  this  Town  Meeting.  Mrs.  Fisch  related  that  Mr.  Mohr  was  very 
helpful  to  the  committee  and  herself  personally  this  past  year.  The  congregation 
responded  with  an  enthusiastic  round  of  applause. 

Alistair  MacBain  asked  about  forming  a  committee  to  come  up  with  some 
ideas  for  the  possible  use  of  the  Reid  House.  The  Selectmen  said  a  committee 
would  be  welcome.

1980. 

Our  circulation  of  books  was  up  by  over  1,200.  With  the  help  of  a  money 
donation  from  the  Littleton  Savings  Bank,  we  were  able  to  purchase  a  new  set  of 
the  Encyclopedia  Americana.  The  Craft  Guild  gave  us  a  check  for  records  and 
games  for  the  children's  room.  We  also  received  three  memorial  gifts,  puzzles, 
games  and  a  few  books. 

During  the  year,  through  the  North  Country  Co-op,  three  very  special 
programs  were  presented  to  the  young  people  of  the  Northern  Communities.  In 
December  we  presented  a  doll  house  and  antique  doll  and  toy  display.  With  the 
help  of  a  giant  dragon,  who  spent  the  summer  in  the  children's  room,  a 
competitive  summer  reading  program  took  place  with  a  party  for  the 
participents  at  the  conclusion,  all  receiving  certificates  and  book  markers. 

One  book  sale  was  held  during  the  summer.  The  bookmobile  visited  us  twice, 
Ivisited  their  office  several  times  a  month  carrying  arm  fulls  of  books  back  to  our 
patrons. 

Four  Trustees  volunteered  to  man  the  library  on  Tuesday  mornings  for  two 
hours.  Ruth  Miller,  Trustee,  and  our  summer  vistor,  Evelyn  Klein,  continue  to 
give  generously  of  their  time  to  the  library.    All  are  appreciated. 

I  attended  the  N.H.  State  Library  Conference  in  North  Conway;  two  book 
fairs  and  several  Co-op  meetings. 

In  closing,  I  want  to  thank  the  Trustees,  the  bookmobile  staff,  and  all  my 
library  patrons;  both  young  and  older  for  an  interesting  year.  It  was  a  pleasure 
to  serve  you.
